IBRYAN’S LETTER 
OF ACCEPTANCE. 


LINCOLN, Neb., Sept. 9.—Hon. Stephen M. White and others, members of the Nottfl- 
cation Committee of the Democratic National Convention: 

Gentlemen--I accept the nomination tendered by you on behalf of the Democratic 
party, and in so doing desire to assure you that I fully appreciate the high honor which 
such a nomination confers and the grave responsibilities which accompany an election 
to the Presidency of the United States. So deeply am 1 impressed with the magnitude 
of the power vested by the censtitution in the chief executive of the nation, and with 
the enormous influence which he can wield for the benefit or injury of the people, that I 
wish to enter the office, if elected, free from every personal desire except the desire to 
prove worthy the confidence of my country. Human judgment ie fallible enough when 
unbiased by selfish considerations, and in order that I may not be tempted to use the 
patronage of the office to advance any personal ambition, I hereby announce, with all 
the emphasis which words can express, my fixed determination not under any circum- 
stances to be a candidate for re-election in case this campaign results in my eleotion. 

I have carefully considered the platform adopted by the Democratic National Con- 
vention and unqualifiedly indorse each plank thereof. 

Pur institutions rest upon the proposition that all men, being created equal. are en- 
titled to equal consideration at the hands of the Government. Because all men are cre- 
ated equal it follows that no citizen has a natural right to injure any other citizen. The 
main purpose of government being to protect all citizens in the enjoyment of life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness, this purpose must lead the Government, first, to avoid 
acts of affirmative injustice, and, second, to restrain each citizen from trespassing upon 
the rights of any other citizen. 

A democratic form of Government is conducive to the highest civilization because ft 
opens before each individual the greatest opportunities for development and stimujates 
to the highest endeavor by insuring to each the full enjoyment of all the rewards of toil 
except such contribution as is necessary to support the Government which protects him. 
Democracy is indifferent to pedigree—tt deals with the individual rather than with his 
ancestors. Democracy ignores differences in wealth—neither riches nor poverty cam be 
invoked in behalf of or against any citizen. Democracy knows no creed—recognizing 
the right of each individual to worship God according to the dictates of his own con- 
science. It welcomes all to a common brotherhood and guarantees equal treatment to 
all, no matter in what church or through what forms they commune with their Creator. 

Having discussed portions of the platform at the time of its adoption, and again 
when your letter of notification was formally delivered, it will not be necessary, at this 
time, to touch upon all the subjects embraced im the party's declaration. 

A DUAL GOVERNMENT. 

Honest differences of opinion have ever existed, and will ever exist, as to the most 
effective means of securing domestic tranquillity, but no citizen fails to recognize at

The Democratic State Central Commit- 
tee has decided to fuse with the Populists 
on the electoral ticket. 

Chairman Sam B. Cook and Committee- 
men Fred Zeibig of St. Louls County and 
John L. Christian of Tarkio were appoint- 
ed a committee of three to cenduct the 
negotiations. 

They will wait on Chairman Rozelle of 
the Populist State Committee Thursday 
and submit to him the proposition author- 
ized by the State Committee. 

The resolution under which the Democrat- 
ic sub-committee will act does not specify 
the number of electors to be given the Popu- 
lists, but they will be offered three district 
electors and one elector-at-large. 

There is no doubt about the course the 
Populists will take. They will gladly ac- 
cépt it and will join forces with the Democ- 
racy for the election of William J. Bryan 
and the success of free silver. 

Chairman Rozelle has called the Populist 
State Committee to meet at the St. James 
Hotel Saturday.

BONDS. 

An increase in the bonded debt of the United States at this time is entirely with- 
out excuse. The issue of interest-bearing bonds within the last few years has been 
defended on the ground that they were necessary to secure gold with which to re- 
deem United States notes and Treasury notes, but this necessity has been imaginary 
rather than real. Instead of exercising the legal right vested in the United States to 
redeem its coin notes in either gold or silver, the executive branch of the Government 
has followed a precedent established by a former Administration and surrendered the op- 
tion to the holder of the obligations. This administrative policy leaves the Govern- 
ment at the mercy of those who find a pecuniary profit in bond issues. The fact that 
the dealers in money and securities have been able to deplete or protect the Treasury 
according to their changing whims, shows how dangerous it is to permit them to exer- 
cise a controlling influence over the Treasury Department. The Government of the 
United States, when administered in the interest of all the people, is able to establish 
and enforce its financial policy, not only without the aid of syndicates, but in spite of 
any opposition which syndicates may present. To assert that the Government is 
dependent upon the good will or assistance of any portion of the people other than a 
constitutional majority is to assert that we have a Government in form but without 


vital force. 

There are several minor points of differ.

The Democrats have been figuring on giv- 
ing the Populists one elector-at-large and 
the electors in the Eighth, Fourteenth and 
Fifteenth Districts. 

For elector-at-large, Abiel Leonard of 
Baline will be selected by the Populists to 
succeed D. C. Allen of Clay. 

For the district electors, the Populists 
would like to have the one in the Fourth, 
the one in the First and the one in the Four- 
teenth District. 

In the Fourth District they have in- 
dorsed the Democratic nominee for Con- 
Kress and the State Senate, and th they 
think, entitles them to the elect The 
Populist elector in the First District is a 
popular man, and they think he would 
make a better race than C. C. Fogle of 
Schuyler, the Democratic elector. 

In the Fourteenth District a question of 
eligibility confronts Judge Evans, the Dem- 
ocratic elector, while Populist Handy is 
eligible beyond any doubt.

NATIONAL BANK CURRENCY. 

The position taken by the platform against the issue of paper money by national 
banks is supported by the highest Democratic authority, as well as demanded by the 
interests of the people. The present attempt of the national banks to force the re- 
tirement of United States notes and treasury notes in order to secure a basis for a 
larger issue of their own notes, illustrates the danger which arises from permitting 
them to issue their paper as a circulating medium. The national bank note, being 
redeemable in lawful money, has never been better than the United States note, which 
stands behind it, and yet the banks persistently demand that those United States notes 
which draw no interest shall give place to interest bearing bonds in order that the 
banks may collect the interest which the people now save. To empower national banks 
to issue circulating notes is to grant a valuable privilege to a favored class, surrender 
to private corporations the control over the volume of paper money, and build up a 
class which will claim a vested interest in the nativn’s financial policy. Our United 
States notes, commonly known as greenbacks, being redeemable in either gold or sil- 
ver, at the option of the Government, and not at the option of the holder, are safer and 
cheaper for the people than national bank notes, based upon interest bearing bonds. 

THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 

A dignified but firm maintenance of the foreign policy first set forth by President 
Monroe and reiterated by the Presidents who have succeeded him, instead of arousing 
hostility abroad, is the best guarantee of amicable relations with other nations. It 
is better for all concerned that the United States should resist any extension of Euro- 
pean authority in the Western Hemisphere, rather than invite the continual irritation 
which would necessarilly result from any attempt to increase the influence of mon- 


archical institutions over that portion of the Americas which has been dedicated to re- 
publican government. 


PENSIONS. 

No nation can afford to be unjust to its defenders. The care of those who have 
suffered injury in the military and naval service of the country is a sacred duty. A 
nation which, like the United States, relies upon voluntary service rather than upon a 
large standing army, adds to its own security when it makes generous provision for 


those who have risked their lives in its defense and for those who are dependent 
upon them. é

CHICAGO, Sept. 9.—The following letter 


was issued to-day: 

CHICAGO, Sept. 9.—-To Hon. Charles F. 
Ewing, Chairman, Chicago: 

Dear Sir: On Aug. 5 the convention of 
honest money Democrats, of whose State 
Central Committee you are Chairman, nom- 
inated me for the office of Governor of 


the State of Illinois. 
At the time of this nomination I was 


nearly three weeks. During that time I had 
received not one word from the State of 
Illinois relating in any way to political 
affairs until the 2ist, when I received a 
telegram from you and telegrams from 
other gentlemen advising me of the prob- 
able action of the convention. 

With absolute absence of information 
as to the situation, I wired you suggest- 
ing obstacles in the way of candidacy 
which if not obviated were conclusive upon 
myself, but I was inclined to abide the 
judgment of your convention after their 
full consideration of those objections. 

on the 926th, upon my arrival at 
Detroit, I learned by a Chicago paper that 
I had been nominated.

NOW BURY THE WIRES. 
Mayor Walbridge’s veto of the Sutter 
bill was necessary and proper. The bill 
had fatal defects. It would have been 
impossible to bury the wires with the 
Sutter and Keyes bilis both in existence 
as laws. There would have been unend- 
ing conflicts and disputes. 

With the Sutter bill out of the way, it 
is possible that the provisions of the 
Keyes bill can be carried out. The omis- 
sion to mention the Laclede company’s 
contract appears to have been intentional, 
as the Supreme Court will decide as to 
the liability of this company to pay a 
percentage on its earnings. Hence this 
objection to the Keyes bill is removed. 

There is no reason why the Sutter com- 
pany cannot go ahead and take whatever 
benefits they are entitled to under the 
Keyes bill. They are in an even better 
position than companies that have not 
yet done anything in the way of burying 
wires. They are merély prohibited from 
sub-letting—a provision that is necessary 
in order to maintain the city’s right of 
control and supervision.

NOT A CLEW 10 


NO ONE SUSPECTED OF KILLING 
LIZZIB EVERSMAN. 


OFFICERS DOING NOTHING. 


Sheriff and Coroner Insist That She 
Committed Suicide and Are 
Not Investigating. 


* ———— 


Lizzie Eversman's relatives and neigh- 
bors are now convinced that she was out- 
raged and then murdered. 

Three days have passed since the girl 
met her tragic death in the lonely stubble- 
field at Buncombe, and was half cremated 
between two flaming pillars of fire. The 
evidence brought to light, although scant, 
points conclusively to the double crime. 

Her father, who first gave currency to the 
suicide story when he brought the news of 
his daughter’s death to the parish priest 
at French Village early Monday morning, 


has abandoned the theory and insists now 
that she was murdered. 

All the members of her family now share 
his views and everybody in Buncombe be- 
lieves that a foul murder was committed 
that dark night between the straw stacks. 

Only the county officials, the Sheriff, the 
Coroner and their deputies adhere to the 
suicide theory and do not 
geriously. When they are app 
they advance that hypothesis, 
in -their subsequent discussion’ they in- 
variably argue against their own proposi- 
tions, 

Mr. Eversman. says the officers talk 
suicide as an excuse for letting the case 
drop, and he denounces them for their 
present inactivity. 

A careful sifting of all the evidence so far 
discovered, and consideration of all the at- 
tending circumstances leads irresistibly to 
the conclusion of outrage and murder. 

Although there were plenty of people 
able to supply motives for self destruction 
on the first day, none can be found now to 
advance reasons for this belief which will 
stand the test of reason. 

Although Lizzie felt keenly her disgrace 
when she was betrayed by Albert Schwab 
three years ago, sue had outlived it. Her 
naturally cheerful disposition had reas- 
gerted itself, and the society of the com- 
munity had overlooked her fall and again 
admitted her to its gatherings. She took 
such an interest in domestic matters that 
the younger members of the family instinct- 
ively turned to her, and the practical peo- 

le of the community who regard domes- 
Heity as one of the cardinal virtues, all 
liked her. 

It is impossible to find anyone who does 
mot believe that her former misfortune had 
a chastening effect upon her, and in a neigh- 
borhood where everybody knows everybody 
else’s business not one can be found to say 
that since her fall her conduct has lacked 
circumspection. . 

Her meeting with the man who killed her 
was not an assignation. Her physical con- 
dition at the time, the physicians have dis- 
covered, precluded ‘this. 

Every circumstance goes to indicate that 
she was surprised in the outhouse by a mid- 
night prowler who had seen her enter. She 
accompanied him a quarter of a mile across 
the field to the straw stacks without a 
struggle. The footprints indicate that the 
man walked at her side. Whether she was 
afraid of her midnight companion or ac- 
companied him because she loved or trusted 
him, can only be owen owe fr 

After he had —— his fiendish work 
of murder and incéndiarism, the murderer 
ran south through the field until he reached 
a depression running back toward the barn, 
and there his tracks were lost. 

He may have been a tramp, but it is more 
probable that he belonged in the neigh bor- 
hood and killed the girl because she recog- 
nized him. . 
Beyond the footprints on the fresh plowed 
ground there is not the slightest clew to 
the perpetrator of the triple crime. No one 
can be found who will admit having enter- 
tained the faintest suspicion of any one 
in the little community. The people live 
within sight of the lights of St. Louis and 
are enlightened and prosperous. They dis-

ON LABOR DAY 


DEEPLY IMPRESSED THE WORK- 
INGMEN OF ST. LOUIS. 


WHAT LABOR LEADERS SAY. 


The Speech Should Be Printed in 
Pamphlet Form and Spread 
Broadcast Among Workmen. 


Among labor leaders in St.Louis the speech 
of William J. Bryan at the Chicago Labor 
Day celebration has aroused great enthusi- 
asm. Members of labor organizations have 
received it as a bold and timely declaration 
and state that it-cannot fail to win votes 
for the Democratic ticket. 

A canvass of some of the organizations 
shows that the intense interest in the cam- 
paign zelt in all circles is fully as marked 
among the laboring men as in any other 
class of voters. They are studying the 
money question and are following the 
speeches of William J. Bryan with close 
attention. 

Heads of various labor organizations 
familiar with the sentiments of members, 


say that adherents of free silver in the or- 
ganizations number five to every gold 
standard member. Besides their investiga- 
tion into the money question they have been 
decided by the labor record of Mark Hanna. 
Then came the declaration of Bryan in fav- 
or of organized labor, at so opportune a 
time as to clinch their convictions.

; “DOCTOR” SMART. 


PRACTICING MEDICINE IN VIOLA- 
TION OF THE LAW. | 


ONE OF HIS PATIENTS DYING. 


Health Commissioner Starkloff Is 
After the Bogus Doctor With 
a Sharp Stick. 


— | 


“Doctor” George Smart will be given an- 
other opportunity to show in the criminal 
courts why he practices medicine in viola- 
tion of the law. 

The statutes explicitly state that only phy- 
sicians who have completed the prescribed 
course of study, and have been graduated 
from a medical college of recognized stand- 
ing, may practice medicine in Missouri. 

‘‘Doctor” Smart s a graduate of no med- 
ical college. On his office walls there is no 
diploma. He is not entitled by law to add 
the affix M. D.“ to his name, nor is he 
recognized in medica] circles. Notwithstand- 
ing this, he poses as ‘diphtheria specialist,” 
and there are people, not familiar with his 
record, who trust the lives of their Attle 
ones to his care. 


It is barely a year since Doctor“ Smart 
was Prosecuted in the Court of Criminal 
Correction for practicing medicine in vio- 
lation of the law. He waited upon. little 
Carrie Davis, who was stricken with diph- 
theria at her home, 1738 North Ninth street. 
The child died, and the circumstances so in- 
censed Health Commissioner Starkloff that 
criminal proceedings were instituted against 
Smart. 

A vigorous prosecution was waged and a 
strong case was made out. That Smart 
was not convicted and punished is due en- 
tirely to ones of Judge Murphy's eccentric 
decisions. 

Judge Murphy discharged Smart on the 
ground that he had committed no offense. 
He gave no prescriptions which bore his 
signature with the affix M. D.“ attached. 
That he called himself a doctor cut no fig- 
ure. He might be a veterinary surgeon, or a 
doctor of divinity, or law, or a doctor of 
anything else, and be entitled to be called 
doctor, held Judge Murphy. 

Application was made for a warrant 
Wednesday against Smart, and he will be 
prosecuted again. Health Commissioner 
Starkloff and Prosecuting Attorney Mulvi- 
hill are sanguine of a conviction this time. 
Judge Murphy is enjoying his annual va- 
cation and Marshall F. (McDonald is dis- 
pensing justice from the bench in the 
Three C.s Court. 

Doctor George Smart is now located on 
Ninth street, between Howard and Mound. 
He still poses as a diphtheria specialist and 
treats, in his own fashion, any who will 
patronize him. 

Little Hazel McCormick, the 2-year-old 
daughter of William McCormick, a molder 
at Buck’s Stove and Range Co.’s works, 
was treated by Smart. She is now at the 
point of death and a reputable physician 
is doing all in his power o save the child’s 
life. Her condition is critical, however, 
and her recovery uncertain. 

The physician now treating her says that 
to Doctor“ Smart's methods must the 
child’s precarious condition be attributed. 

Dr. Edward Randall of 3621 North 
Eleventh street, one of thé regular staff 
of physicians at the North Side Dispensary, 
now has the case. He gave the following 
Statement to a Post-Dispatch ty tren 

The child was drst taken ill ptember 
1, said the doctor. Dr. Mellies of Twen- 
tieth street and Bremen avenue was called. 
He diagnoged the case as diphtheria and be- 
gan a course of treatment. The case was a 
stubborn one and did not yield as readily 
as the parents expected. 

They expressed dissatisfaction to a neigh- 

r, Ww recommended ‘Dr.’ Smart. Mrs. 
MeCormick did not know Smart, but she 
was anxious for her child’s recovery and 
thought she was acting for the best when 
she dismised Dr. Mellies and turned the case 
over to Smart. 

“Smart treated the child: until Monday, 
when I wes called. Hazel’s condition, when 
I first saw her, was pitiable. She was near- 
ly dead. is a matter of grave doubt 
with me even now if she will recover. 

When I took the case septicaemia or 
blood poisoning had already set in. The 
diphtheria had eaten through the membrane 
to the tonsils. The entire throat was in a 
frightful condition, ulcerated and raw, and 
the tonsils were in a state of-decomposition. 
Septicaemia had begun because of neglect or 
improper treatment. The disease had ex- 
tended to the bronchial tubes and these are 
seriously affected. 

The reporter asked Dr. Randall if he knew 
what treatment Smart had adopted. 

He merely blistered the throat from the 
outside,” he said. I do not know what 
remedy he employed, but the caild’s neck 
and chest were, blistered, an ere almost 
as sore as thé throat. Then he sprinkled 
the throat with a powder composed mainly 
of charcoal. What good he expected to 
bring about by such treatment I am at a 
loss to Say.“ 

Health Commissioner Starkloff was ex- 
ceedingly wroth when the matter was called 
to his attention. 

“In the event of the child's death,” said 
the Health Commissioner, this fellow 
Smart ought not to be prosecuted for prac- 
ticing medicine without a certificate, but 
for willful murder. That is the only term 
that could be applied to his crime. 

Nearly a year ago I made a strong fight 
against dim, and just when I thought I had 
him blocked that decision of Judge Murphy’s 
knocked my calculations out. I was great- 
ly disappointed at the outcome, but was 
compelled to accept the verdict. 

“Every time the fellow accepts a fee for 
treating a patient he violates the law and 
lays himself liable. As long as he is al- 
lowed to ply his vocation and wait upon 
patients he is a menage to the public wel- 
fare. Legal proceedings ought to be insti- 
tuted against him at once, and notwith- 
standing the fact that I was defeated once
